At the beginning of December of the year before 
last {7 1932} I wan inetrueted by Central to undertake 
certain activities among the soldiers of the 19th Route 
Army. I then proceeded to Amoy in company with the 
"clerk" of the Amoy Committee, and after ataying there for 
about one wask, i left for Chienchow by order of the Amoy 
Committee to carry out work among the trocope of the Gilat 
Division stationed in that citys 


Upon arrival at Chienchow i received the following 
informationie 


(1) Shortly after their transfer to Southern Fokien, one 
Regiment of the 78th Division of the 1¢th Route Army 
stationed near the borders of Soviet Areas rebelled and 
joined the Red Army, 


(2) Once a meating of about 40 or 50 persons wan discovered 
by reactionary senior military officers, In consequence of 
this, many party organizations in the 60th and 6let Divisions 
were dissolved. Several bundreda of junior officers and 
Boldiers were secretly executed and many were repatriated 

to their natives places. 


The Party at Chienchow had bem inestive for over 
six months before my arrival owing to negligence on the 
part of the two leading comrades. i have now succeeded 
in re-estebdliahing connection with the 6lst Division by 
getting into touch with Comrade Yeu(//3 ) attached te the 
Sra Company, Special Service Battalion of the said Division. 
In bis Co there are 6 comrades and & ‘masse mexbere* 
who are on intinate tema with hin, The moveneats of 
soldiers are always wetched by their senior officers and 
“spiee" of the Kuomintang. 


I have interviewed Comrade Yeu om several occasions 
and explained to him the present political situation and the 
importance of the mo enent among the soldiers, At a 
meeting held by Comrade Yeu, at which were present aa 
Sesnistant-camander of the 128th Battalion and a secretary 
of the Sra Company and myecif, the following working plane 
were decided upom t=

Ie Bituatio yar 1 There ere 
mines in Tf « The 5 mines are divided into tro 


kinds, namely, the internal mine and the external mine. 


1, The number of workers and their “Bankow" {regional) 
ideas according to the information nade by the yellow 
trade union, the employed miners number no less tham 10,000 
while the miners thrown on the street are about 2,000 in 
nimiber. 

The mining workers are for the most part the ruined 
peasants and amall sections of them are rascals, Tha 
life af the bulk of workers ia ragcalization. Their 

regional notion is heavy a zood deal, They are divided up 
the Tasgehanesa, the Shantungese, eto. 

The heaviness of the reginal conception anong workers 
alwayr affords the facility to capitalists to ehatter the 
inflwence of workers, causing workers not ta consolidate then- 
aalves together, At the same time, the regional conception 
is utlized by the yellow trade union leaders as & weapon 
to capture the higher position, Yor inatancse, in the 
year before last year, a yellow ieader (Peotingese), by 
ueing the regional conflict, called on his er bay | Ser 

ebolesse, ete. to oust another yellow leader (Tanmiagese) 
by declaring the srimea of the latter that the latter amnbexzztled 
the public funds of the yedlow wiion and deducted the wages 
of workers ete. while the latter appealed to the Taningere 
etc. take up the cudgels against the fermer. As & ronult 
the workers in the two factions eentributed money to their 
respective wings for the funds of the petition. in August 
lest, the same event took pleee and the workers on two sides 
fought each other with stones, sticks and even pistel, 
resulting in that workers donated money for the axpenser of 
going to the court, 


2. The working hour ranged from & to 18 a day in various 
wines. Sometimes, various departments ef the mines 
employed the jobbers. The wages of workers ranged from 

30 tea 70 cemta per day, 


3. The capitalists employed variess ferme and methods to 
exploit tha workers, The exploitation may be divided into - 
two kinds, mamely, the direet and the indirest. The direct 
eazpleitation is fo went workers to tame phete smd te heve 
seme place. Otherwise, it is difficult te ge te wrk 

in the mines. If diecevered wy the semegement that the 
photo or the name axe false, the workers mast be 
deprived of their end even dimmisesd, ani if they are

4. Following their cecupation of Tangshan, the Japanese 
imperialista and capitalists intensified their expicitatien 
and oppression against workers by suspending two-days work 
per week, doing away with tke contraot made formerly between 
workers and sapitalists, allowi Oo workers to stop their 
work, abolishing the yellow tredetieee. 

Aside from sueking tha blood and sweat of workers by 
using the above methods, the Japanese imperialists opened 
many gambling houses, opium dens, etc. for the purpose of 
squeezing the workers on the one hand ang watehing the 
movament of workers on the other. At the same time, they 
organised the Japanese Society in whioh workers are induced 
te join with payment of two dollars ag membership due and 
to be nationalized in Japan, forming the socalled “Mational- 
Salvyation-army* that is ordered to shift for iteaelf in the 
local placea, ransecking indiscriminately the countrysides. 


5} Subject to the cruel exploitation and perpescution on 
the part of the Japaneses imperialigm, the workers and peasants 
hated and detested 1t bitterly. In Jone, the miners looted 
the Japanese treasury and organs, killing a Japanese. In 
uxx, the workers ransacked the Japanese treasury, resulting 
in the arrest of 12 workers, 5 policemen and one officer 
(some were fined by one hundred dollars and soms were 
sentenced to 12 yeare' inpriscneet). 

Meanvhile, in the viliages, the peasants arrcated the 
officers and soldiers of the so-called national-saivat ion 
army 48 Soon ae aeeing them, burying them alive. Some of 
villages hold up the moter-oars of the Japanese troops. 


6) The accounts of the paet struggles and the present 
demands of workerws When waging the etruggle fer the payment 
af borma, the workers bravely surrounded by manegonent,. 

The struggies, egainat the deduotien of wages, for 
the inereusead pay, agesinst the yeliow leaders, etd. resulted 
in success. 

The influence of the party has penetrated into the 
workers of various mines, Especially during the past 
vietorieus struggles, the majority of workers knew that the 
C.C. ts krave and fights for the interests of workers, MSceres

Fellewing the outbreak of the Kalgan event, the workers 
paid “Chiang Kai-ahek co-operated with Japan to the C.F.

Ae bnes alresty deen at’ ted in the above , the revolutionary 
movement in Chahtr broke out at the criti 1 juncture when the 

J panese impericliet wa invading Peiping, Tientesin and Cheher 

end when the Kuomintang Government had signed the Ts truce 
treety. It is mecens-ry however to point cut thet thie 
revolutionary outburst ws t the sme time n uprising ag inst 
unbeleivable oppression ond eee by the reaqtionery 
ruling classes. Tre plight -nd misery of the toiling masseas 

of Chehar is nctoricus and terribie. The heavy burden of taxation 
nearly broke the back of the peeple. For example éhe farmer has 
to pry two dollars and fifty cents in land tax fer exch mow, the 
crop of which is nardly worth one dollar. Mere then ten kinds of 
taxes are imposed on the transportation of agricultural produce 
from the farm to the market. It meed ecareely be said that 
this economic background tes had a good deal to do ia urging the 
telling masees of Chohar along the path of the srrolution. 
Kevertkeless we mest not lose aight of the cultural backwardness 
of the masses and their lack of experience in the pide brbtiaed 4 
movement. These two weaknesses enabled dingrutied mallitarista 
and politiect lemdlords and reactionary leaders not only to 
join the revolatio movement of the bread mescen under fale 
eolera, but alee te take inte their hemde the leaderenip of the 
movement. I¢ was an open secret that their alterior motive far a 
joining and ¢ontrolling the revoluticnary movement ef the tread 
tolling masses waa to utilize the revolutionary eaxthuseiaes of the 
mesees for gaining their private ends and eshaneing their personal 


paewere 

The Front Committee had a correct underatending of this 
question. It hed from the very outeet waged « merelless struggle 
agrinet the epportentat line of Chung Ee-tao, who contended that 
the party miret do ite best to sharpem the differences among the 
Kuomintang generale. Far this very purposes, he magzcested that the 
eetivity of the party mist not eppces Feng Tu-heieng oo that Feag 
might be st excugh to Wonking. This wae his sotoricus 
“wo temmelon policy." Agting wpom this policy our ecmrades in 
the ted Diviciom under the leadership of Wang Ling and Chae Cheuen- 

4 pursued a typiesl “officer line," maintaining the position of 
officers at the expense of the interest of soldiers. 

Unfortiunstely the fight agrinet Right epportuniam wen Limited 
te the yeeple at the tep omly and Rad not pemetreted into the lower 
strata, thus giving the oprortunists the possibility of exerting 
their inflvence in various forms upom some of our leading Comrades

The monster 
demonstration of thousands of workers, persants, soldiers ank 
etudente in protest against Feng Techaicag*s alleged betraying the 
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Anti-Jap nese Allied Forees represented a tremendous flare-up of 
the revolutionary enthusiaga of the broad massag and forced 
Feng Yuehsiang to give way. The intensification of thie 
movement and eupectally the historle eampaigne for the 
Wetionsl-Selyation Conferenos of the People for North China 
laid bare the deseption of the reastionary elements, who had 
to cast off their maske and show their true colours, They 
arrested revolutionisata and prohibited public meetings and 
propaganda. The Front Committee at this decisive movement 
gould not astimata correctiy the forcea of the Revolution 
and of the Reaction on the Bolshevist point of view and fell 
into the pit of opportuni of another tyne by “maints ining 
the existing state of affaira ee long ae posmible go thet 
we may inererse the revolutionary forces." In reality the 
¥ront Committees forgot the important immediate taak of 
preparing and lerding decisive battle with the diagruatled 
Warlords and political atrenturers. 

The inkewarm state of the fight against Right opportunion 
within the party enabled the Rixht epportunicts to hold Leading 
and responsible positions im pane of cur main forces {the 
2nd Division} and to put up organized resistance tc any 
reconstruction in the work of the party. Tne Right 
opportunists in the 2nd Division yefused the repres:ntatirve 
of the “‘romt Committees participation in their leading organ. 
They detained the direetore and inetra@ytors of the Front 
Committee without transmitting them to the rank and file,

imperialists and hoa pep the traiters, te unmask the diagruntied 


wer~lerde aad politicians, te develep amé sharpen this 
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revolution ry movement, to mlerge our party org: niz’ tion, 
to consclidate and reorganize the leading orgzna of the 
various party comittees and te establish on independent 
leadership of the party. With these tasks in view the 
Front Committee concentrated its atteation apon the most 
tmportant tranches - the railwaywen ant electric Lighting 
workers im Kalgan and the troops commented by Ten Jen-yi, 
Lee Chen-hai and Jun Ting-yen. The Front Committee spared 
no efforts in broadening out the antieimperinalist, anti- 
Japanese and antieXuomint:ng movemente and im exposing the 
hypnotical telk sf the warlord and of the various Peaectionary 
groups. The railwaymen in Eaigan set up their own militant 
railwoyments Union and overthrew the domination of the yellow 
union and the Xuominteng office, They fomght agrinst the 
exploitation by foremen, for the payment of all back wages, 
for Sunday reat and for the refunding of the so-ealled 
“patriotic tax” ané “airplane tax” collected by the authorities. 
The Chaher Bational Saly-tion Soclety had organized in its 
ranka thousanta of workers, peasants, soldiers, and sudeste. 
Gur work im the weriocus white aray unite had likewise scored 
a #eries of achierenents, Mest siguifieant of a1] was the 
wide reersitizg of soldiers into the party. 
2. The second period begins from the armed attack by 
the impertaligst-Kaomint:ng bloe to the valta-free on the part of 
Feng Yuehsiang. At the bewinning of thia period the Anti- 
Japenese Allied Forces haé already incressed te 80,000, 
Ajthough some of theze amy units were poorly equipped and 
412 dieiplined, yetthe fact remained that revolution-ry and ant§ 
Jepanese feelings of the scidier mans were very high. The 
intensification of the revyolutionery movement in Chaher provines 
was & crushing blow to the rule of the imperialists and of the ~ 
Kuomint-ng, whieh were therefore forged to act on the offensive 
im every respect to cheek the advance cf the reclutica. At 
that time the main forees of the Anti-Japsness Allied Army were 
concentreted in Kelgan. The 41st Army cader the camand 
of San Tinge-yen was stationed along the railway line between 
Kolgan and Wankew, wiktel: while about two divisions ef Shansi 
troopa were stetioned to the weet of Katgen. In view of the 
ever-growing revolutionary situ: tion the 4let army and the 
Phemet divisiona adopted « “walt-and-pee* attitude, thie 
¢ % extremely difficult fer the Xucmintemg to send 
troops direst agsinst the Anti-Eapamese Allied Army. Moreover 
the oo eof the Tongke treaty by tke Kuonin ecvcrment 
a atrong fmpeme te enticJapenese, ivleperinilst 
and enti-Kuomint-sg wevement thrawgkout the country, ad even 
ths Kuceint ng and the igperisliets dered net earry on rere | 
operations openly and direetly against the Anti-Jeremese Alli 
Forees. Then they cormenged their offensive first on the 
political front, eondueting an intensified propageania campaign 
about "Red Katgan*, "Cemeuniem end pablic oweerechip of women 
in Kaigem* ané ec on, This lying prepegonda 
purposes it justified sm the one hand the slaughtering of the 
revolutionary toilera in Chsher by the Kuomintang goncreis who 
were clearing the way for the diameuberment of China among the 
fieperialiste and incrensed en the other hand the reactionary 
activities of wacilliating war-lerds, politicians, lasticris 


and reastionaries In the yauks ef the Anti-Jnpaness Allied Forget 


who were already trembling at the radical owing of the revolu 
iu Ctahny, If gs omg? taene oiz eat the Christian

the Right oprortuniets (Chang Ma-tae and compeny) raised o 
bol in pedliefor his esamialous “watermelen policy.” 
Then Feng Yeehstang made hie attenapt at ecapronise 
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the militsry preparations of Manking were just beginuiag. 

At that time the Anti-Japanese Allied Perces had mafficiont 
atventagesus conditions for acting om the offensive and with 
victorisu toe. The receptire sf Tulon from the h-nde of 
Jopemece and Mancimkese treeps aed greatly elevated the 
revolutionary enxthusiamm enf4 self-confidence of the bread 
waneses of workers, peasants ani soldiers ia Chahar. 

The Frent Comiittes decided to organize a large seale 
mass @emonetretion agoinst imperialist-Kacminteng*s armed 
atteak and against tue alleged compromise and surrender of 
the warlerde and politicians, Mass meetings rere held, 
Ingpite of Feng Ta-detiang's asters orders forbidding soldiers 
to attend these meetings, many soldicra set the order at 
defiance snd ether held meetings in their barracks, at whieh 
delegates ware eleated te ths demonstraticen. The soldiers 
ané workers were eupecialiy militant and radical ané many 
lew-renking army officers filed pretest ag? inet eampxesine. 

As n result of this demenstration, Feng Yu-hsiang had to yield 
on the surface te mags presemre and staged @ show of making 
active military preparations te resist the imenéing attnek by 
Teak ané vy Jepemene imperiolian, The influence and the 
work of the party ¢evelseped with astounding idity. The 
eleetria Lighting verkera and Wee drivers waged @ vietorious 
strug7le respestively for their immediate interests. The

in General bese Chen-hai's army, Lee’s Chief of Gtaff and 
pobities1] advisor , who were more or less sympathetic wi th 
the revolution, Were summarily executed by Lee. A storm 
of appoeition broke out ageinet General Lee Chen-hai. The 
soldiera arrested and shot more than ten reactionaries, 
Part of General Sum Tinsyon’s army refused to go to Paoteo 
and revolted. But due te the *efficer iine® pursed by 
our leading comrades in the 41st Army, the revolt was 
exyushed. Nevertheless this revolt hed had a great effect 
on the soldiers of the 41at Army. 

All thia was going on when Gemeral Ki Hung~chong‘s 
troopa retreated from Tolon and @n to Kaican: which 
sccelersted and sharpened cur conflict with Feng Tu-halang. 
But asp the reamlt of cur own mistakes and weaknesses wa 
failed in our aim, time giving Feng Yu~hsinng the possibility 
ef reaching an ultinate comranipe with Weak ing and isvning 
a cireular telegram announcing the dissolution of the Amti- 
Japanese Allied Porees. At that time we had only one 
thougand soldiers with three d vifies absolute 
under our command and control, ‘Im view of the fat that 
there waa no fighting heavy odds we were therefore forced 
to give up Kalgan and retreat te Ghonpei,

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The proseas of the revolutionary movement in Chahar 
testifies to the ever-growing rerolutionary situntion 
arising out of the revolutionsry 1@ 0f the broad mascet 
ef workera, peasants ant soldiers, LL there objective 
conditions were capable of pusrentecing the vietorions 
develorment of this revolutionary aovenent. But alee 
we were beaten in the long ram, ‘Ye shall never fo 
the lesson we have learnt frem thie dismal and dissetreus 
defeat. In qummiag up the eauves ef this defeat tt is 
absolutely necespary te tall pericus attention to the 
foligwing miatokes and experieneent+ 

1. From the very coumenooment of the revolutionary 
movement in Chekay Province the party hed yeinisd ont the

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2. The most vital condition for emerging Tistories 

7 from the liff-and-death bettie with the desperate clase 
amantes consists in that our party must have its om 
indenondent leadership, We muat rely upon the grevth 
of the revolutionary masse st: es for org-nizing & 
revelutionary offensive. The Front Committees did realize 
the importance of this conditien but fmiied in taking 
conerete ané effectual steps for erenting this condition. 

3. Om the question of determining our tactics toward 
the war-lords, the Front Committees had done right in cambatte

The various revelutionary mess 
orgentrations paid very Little attention te enlarging 
the organization of the party and rallying as many 
militant elements as possible mignxmk around the party.

AS our forees were not besed on the initiative of the 
soldter mess, we had therefore to consult the will of efficers 
before making any decision, sometime even in utter disregard 
of the views of the rank and file, When certein officers 
wavered, the party was helpleez, unable to do anything at all 
but follew them. In the long run the party hed lost its 
leadership and ite autherity and beeome an eche of the officers. 
Trip told the tale about the betrayal of the 2nd Division 
by severest officer “ccmrades." After leaving Chongpet, the 
Front Committee decided on the reorganization cf the various 
army tnits under onr command on the partisan foating tn order 
to meet the requirements of the agrarim revolution, but this 
decision was never earried out as a result of objections raised 
by officer camrades who protested on grounds cf “agtua) 
difficulties". Lesding officer comrades in the Sth Division 
on severel cecasions ignored and refused to execute deeiaions 
of the Front Comittee, inflicting heavy lonses to our forces, 
politienlly as well as st foaliy. The party could m& do 
nothing bat yielded. Neetless to say that this phenomenen 
was the inevitable and logical consequence of the isolation 
of the party from the masses and the renk md file end ite 
adeption of am effiecr Line.

Ingstead of doing its best 
to oyercane agtual difficulties and obetacles, the Front 
Committee aggumed « negative attitude in giving way to actual 
difficulties and wavered in its determination to push ite 
way through. Some lending comrades, at the most critical 
juneture, not only foiled te adopt prompt emergency measures 
in the spirit ef heroic self-aacrifice mo ae to fight a way 
out, but also betrayed ehameful vaciilation. 01d Chow(now 
a traitor) ordered that a white flag be hoisted when a 
company of the 18th Division was surprised by the oneny. When 
the army wes murroun¢ered in Sunyt he advocated uncomditional 
surrender and ttenaferred his dutien as ecting Chsirman of 
the Front Committee to Comrate Z, while he himself ran away 
for perecnal acfety. 

Responsible comrades of the Front Comittes betrayed 
profound buresucratiam in their metheda of work and moat of the 
time of the Front Committee wae spent om political disguesions 
and abstract questions to the negicot of the nuslens Life 
and the daily strugcle of the masecs. The leadin: camradens 
paid no héed to the views end mood of the rank and file, amch 
leas make deeiaions secording to the views of the camrades ef 
the lewer strata, Ag a matter ef fact the Front Comittee 
existed feolated from the measea. A typioal example was 
furnished by O10 Chow, who already appeared en bores back in 
com-any with the diviatonal commander and had never had any 
talk with comrades af the qucleus. There was mich thing as 
inner-party eriticias from below. The initiative and the 
activity of the rank and file of the party were suprreseq’ 
and stifled ander the highehand practice of bureaucratic 
leadership. Ams time went on this phenomenen went from bad te 
warte end became « pretty gericus problem. Most of the 
wnelei kad wo daily work end eould mot bold their auciel 
meetings. The Front Committee discussed every question with

Chief of the Puylic Sefety Bureau, held e conference 
with his subordinate o/ficerg, at vhich measures for 
the arrest of o.iuw a.ckers, gamblers, and prostitues 
as well es their -atrois were deviscde Within three 
days of the con erence, the Police arrested about 
2,000 offenders, the majority of whom were opium addicts. 
Frequenters of iLwuscs of i121 fame and ganblers were 
dealt with by the Dureau of rublic Safety, while the 
opium smokers were handed over to the District Courte 

Among the 2,000 persons arrested were u number 
fas of aged men and women, foreign dressed young men, 

a ; bobbed haired and long gowned young women. some of 
the opium addicts subscquently dressed themselves in 
funcral garmcntasprepared to dic in prison because 
t they fear that they will not be able to survive the 
: , bitterly cold weather. 

The Bureau was unabic to complete the documents 
for the Court, while the whole of the staff of the 
Judicial Department hao to werk the whole night. as 
the detention house of the Bureau was too small to 
hold all the prisoners, the kitchens und halls were 
requisitioned. 

It is said that among the arrested opium 
addicts were the wives of several Divisional Commanders, 
the concubines of cormittee mei bers, etn.

Translation of the regulations governing the abolition 
of the practice of tipping, fixed by the New Life 
Movement Acceleration Association. 


The practice of giving eatra tips to waiters or waitresses 
will be formally abolished as from September 15 this year. 


All walters and wiitresses are to be given a fixed amount 

of wigas to be decided upon between the employers and employees 
on the basis of the standard drawn up by the New Life Movement 
Acceleration Committee. The Shanghai City Government should 
be notified of this decision before the end of this monthe 


The 10% tip usaally added to the bill should be given entirely 
to the employees. 


Employers are not allowed to demand or collect heavy cash 
deposits from their employees. Such deposits are to be 
replaced by shop guapantees. Deposits already collected 
should be replaced by shop guarantees or be deposited in 
reliable banks. 


Henceforth, waiters or waitresses are strictly forbidden to 
demand extra tips from customers, Customers or any third 
party may report such demands to the police or to this 
Committee and suitable punishment will be imposed. 


Hereafter, customers should refrain from giving extra tips to 
waiters or waitresses. Public officers who violate this 
order will be punished by the authorities with which they 
are employed. 


If a customer voluntarily gives a tip despite the plea of 
of the waiters or waitresses not to do so, such tip should 
be handed to the accountant of the shop concerned to be 
remitted to the National Aviation Association as aviation 
contributions, Ghould the employer or the employees 
misappropriate such tips, they will be severely dealt with. 


The Shanghai City Government will request the authorities 
of the two Foreign Settlements to enforce thie prohibition, 
and will request the Chinese Ratepayers Association and 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce for co-operation.

Hereafter employees of shops should te atrictly forbdidden 
te demand tips from quetomers} an employee who viclates 
this order will be fined or punished but the employers 
should not be punished.

Mr. V. Volynsky ' : 


At eleven o’clock on Monday night 
the death occurred of Mr. Victor | 
Volynsky, chief of the Press Bureau 
of the Embassy of the U.SS.R. in 
China. Mr. Volynsky arrived in} 
Shanghai less than a month ago, and 
was immediately confhed to his bed 
with heart trouble, from which he 
had been suffering for many years. 
Mr. Volynsky was born in 1882. 
He early joined the revolutionary 
movement in Russia, and in 1803 was 
arrested by ‘the Czarist Government 
and exiled to the Yakutsk region, in 
East Siberia. He participated in 
1904 in the now historic resistance 
by the political exiles in Yakutsk, 
provoked by the brutal treatment to 
which they were subjected by the 
Yakutsk Governor. For this activity 
Mr. Volynsky was in 1904 sentenced 
to twelve years’ hard labour in 
Sfheria, but in 1905 he escaped from 
the Alexandrovsk Central: Prison in 
Irkutsk, and after o strenuous winter 
trek across the Siberian taiga finally 
got out of the country and reached 
London, where at one time he was 
secretary of the Cabinet-Makers’ 
Union. . 
From 1911, Mr. Volynsky worked 
Jas railway surveyor in England, 
Spain, Africa, Argentine, and Aus- 
tralia, heading survey parties for 
the building of new Unes in Aus- 
tralia, Brazil, and the Argentine, and 
showing himself highly competent in 
his profession. After the Revolu- 
tion of 1917 he returned to Russia. 
He worked at the People’s Com-. 
missariat of Foreign Affairs, and 
headed press bureaus of Soviet 
diplomatic missions in the Baltic 
gpuntries and in Mexico.

On behalf of our clients, the Tsung Tai subber 

Factory ( EA tS HOR ) of No. 38 Dalny iioad, we beg to lay 
before you the facts leading to a disturbance recently 
created by the workers at their factory and request 
your kind assistance at the reopening of the factory by its 
successors, the Tsung Tai Sing Kee Rubber Factory 
(ER i IC BER) which will takeplace on the 5th inste 

The Ysung Tai itubber Factory is a partnership 
concern established several years ago. In the first few 
years they made a good profit all of which was added to 
their capital. Since the fire in the early part of last 
year at the No.l Factory on the Tongshan Road, the partnership 
suffered considerable losses, but it was still in solvent 
state until the beginning of this year when the partners 
found that the factory as heavily indebted and in a 
bankruptcy condition. After setting off all the assets 
there remained a total sum ot four and half lake due 
to the various banks. In these circumstances they were 
compelled to wind up their business and had their account 
books investigated by chartered accountants. In the mean- 
while they gave notice to the works to that effect. The old 
factory had about 700 workers in all, amongst whom 500 
were female workers and the rest were male workers. All 
the female workers were on piece job basis but the male 
workers were paid monthly. In order to terminate the service 
of the male workers our clients paid two months extra wages 


each, The female workers were not paid any compensation

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according to Chinese Law on the «round that they were 
on pilece job basis. 

From the above you will see that our clients have 
been treating the workers in a most reasonable manner. 
Unfortunately among those workers there are a number of 
agitators who led a number of workers, about 700 in number, 
and rushed into the Factory on the morning of the cend 
ult. broke the window glass of the accounting cffice, 
helped themselves to rob the food prepared for the staff 
and assauited the emoloyees in the accounting office. 

Their exeuse for doing so was that they were starving and 
insisted that the factory should be reopened forthwith. 
Fortunately the Police Officers of tne Yulin sioad Station 
arrived at the spot just in time to stop further trouble. 
Had they arrived a few minutes later the whole factory would 
have been smashed or damaged. Our clients especially agk 

us to take this opportunity to express their sincere thanks 
for the good services rendered. 

The old Factory was unable to carry on the business any 
further as they have leased the whole property to the present 
successor the Taunz Tai Sing Kee Rubber Factory. Une of the 
terms of the lease is that the old workers shall have a 
prior right to employment. Notice to that effect wag published 
in the newspapers by the new Factory, requesting the old workers 
to register their names within three days, that is to say 
from the 28th to the 31st ult. Although most of the workers 
were willing to register their names with the new Factory, 
however they were prevented from dcing 30 by the agitators 
who were watching in the vicinity of the Factory, threatening 


everyone who desired to register with violence. The matter 
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wag reported to the Yulin iioad Station, and with the 
latter's assistance about 50 male workers were able to 
complete their registration md are now in the new 
Factory's employment. the new #actory has also published 
a notice to reopen on the Sth instant. The working 
time is from ? a.m. to 7 p»m. Being afraid that the 
reopening day may be marked by further disturbances and 
that the srall force at the Yulin Hoad Station may not 
be sufficient to cope witth the situaticn they venture to 
reuest that you would be good enough to arrange for 
the necessary protection to the legal workers on opening 
day and thereafter for a few days.

Aymy, that Potting, after arrival in Shanghai, had requested the 
Salvation arwy to stay in the Hostel in the Weiheaiwei Road, for 
whieh he peid a month lodging in advance, 

He was accompanied by a Frenchman OUX (7) who also paid in 
advance, After a few days however Potting wanted to have the ba= 
lance of his money returned and disappeared. Oux informed the Sal- 
vation a4rmy that Potting nad borrowed from him C$5.-~ and that 
Potting hed teken with him some clothing belonging to OUX,

“Since the abolition of Japanese 
postal facilities in China, in accord- 
ance with the pact signed in 1922, 
all mail matter originating from Chi- 
nese ports should normally bear Chi- 
nese stamps.’—Reuter.

BUS ACCIDENT 


A Chinese Reader’s Letter 


To the Editor of the 
“Nortg-Cuins Dairy News” 


Sta,—Will you be so good as to 
allow a Chinese reader to express a 
little comment on the Connaught 
Road “incident,”’ I know as much 
about the matter as your other 
correspondents—nothing more than I 
have read in the newspapers, and as 
conflicting reports have appeared I 
am just as bewildered as ever as to 
what actually took place. 

My object in writing this letter is 
to suggest that before your readers 
allow themselves to be carried away 
by indignation at the “inhuman” 
conduct of the Chinese police that 
they wait until the actual facts have 
been established. 

Meanwhile, although I know that 
“two blacks don't make a white,” I 
would like to mention that a recent 
visitor to Hongkong, Canon H. wW. 
Brady, cue, in the course of an 
interview toid the reporters of an 
incident which occurred during his 
residence in South America. He was 
sent to prison for striking a police- 
man, after rescuing a girl from 
drowning. 


“I got her out of the water, iaid 
her on the ground and as she appear- 
ed to be all in I tried artificial respira~- 
tion until help arrived. The ‘help’ 
arrived in the shape of the police, 
one of whom promptly hit me over 
the head with a chain. I went for 
the fellow and the next thing I re- 
member was waking up in a cell. 

“There is a curious law there that, 
in such a case as this, the person 
who has been injured or endangered 
must not he touchéd until the police 
or doctor arrives. Even if a peraon 
ig run over by a car, he must be left 
entirely alone, though the doctor may 
not arrive for an hour or two.” 

I do not know what instructions 
heve béen issued by the Chinese 
police authorities, but I do think 
some of your correspondents should 
refrain from abuse unfll the facts of 
the Connaught Ruad “incident” have 
beer, clearly aetablished. Then 
ii will be time to place the blame— 
and even then it showd be possibie 
to do so without using expressions 
which are offensive, and are apparent- 
ly intended to be. I one assure you 
that some of us are just as anxious as 
foreigners that things in this country 
should be done in accordance with 
the highest accepted standards of 
modern civilization, but we do not 
expect judgments to be formed white 
facts are still in dispute.

Chinese Prevent Remoyal Of 
Accident Victim 


KEPT UNDER BUS UNTIL 
PHOTOGRAPH TAKEN 


Another serious incident which oc-: 
curred on one of the contested outside 
roads has just come to light. 

On Saturday last, at about 6 p.m., 
a young Chinese was knocked down 
and pinned under the wheel of one of 
the China. General Omnibus Co,’s 
busses running along Connaught Road. 
The accident occurred almost opposite 
the bus company's depot. Immediate 

,aid was summoned and a call put in 
‘for the emergency ambulance of the 
Shanghai Fire Brigade. 

The Chapei police were immediately 

on the scene and when the ambulance 
arrived, six minutes after tle accident, 
they prevented the man from being 
removed from under the wheel. Dur- 
ing the whole of this time the man 
was alive and shrieking from the pain, 
When the Chapei police could not be 
prevailed upon to remove the man 4 
call was put in to the Gordon Hoad 
police station of the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Police. Three officers from the 
»station were soon on the scene. 


Chapel Police Prevent Removal 


When further attempts were made 
to assist the victim, the Chapei police 
again intervened and prevented any 
attempt at rescue. They insisted that 
the man remain where he was, under 
the wheel of the bus, until a photo- 
grapher could be summoned to take a 
picture ot the accident, 

Reinforcements were called from 
the Settlement police force and 

‘these soon arrived, On their arrival, 

however, the Chapei police became 
definitely menacing in their attitude 
and only very commendable restraint 
on the part of the Settlement police 
prevented a very ugly incident. 

Eventually the photographer ar- 
rived and took a flashlight photo- 
graph of the accident. Only then 
would the Chapei police allow the 
victim to be removed, some 57 
minutes after the accident had 
taken place. The man was pro- 
nounced dead upon being removed, 
the verdict by the doctors being 
death through injuries. and shock. 

Trafic was blocked on Connaught 
Roed for more than three quarters 
of an hour during which the more 
than twenty Chapei police on hand 
did nothing to clear the area. At 
first only three Settlement police 


turned out in answer to the call and!

Pollce Officer Pushed Over 


During the incident the attitude of 
the Chapei police was distinctly un- 
pleasant, Sub-Inspector Pridmore, 
one of the Settlement officers, was. 
pushed over by one of the Chapei 
police who interfered while the | 
tlement officer was attempting to re-! 
move the injured mam and place him! 
on a Fire Brigade stretcher, When: 
he regained his feet two or three of! 
the Chinese police were seen to 
place their hands on their pistols. 

A crowd of about 800 people con- 
stituted another difficulty for the 
Settlement police and angry shouts 
were heard on all sides but the 
Chapei sub-inspector was successful 
in preventing any disturbance. The 
injured man, however, was kept 
under the bus untit a Chinese photo- 
grapher in Bubbling Well Road was 
able to get on the scene on instruc- 
tions of the Chapei police and take 
a photograph of the bus, the bicycle 
and the victim.

Demares C. Bes’, an American citizen, was born in 
1893 at Kansas City, Missouri. In addition to 
studying at a high school in hia native town, he attended 
and graduated from the Columbia University, Missouri. 

He ia reputed to have worked on various of the : 
Kansas City daily newspapers until 1925 when he became 
connected with the Christian Science Monitor of Boston, 
Mass, He apparently impreseed hia employers for in 
1924 he came to China as the Far Bastern Correspondent 
of the Monitor. Re came from the U.S.A. to Shanghai 
where he stayed from April 1924 until the middie of 192§ 
when he mada a two year tour of Japan in the interest of 
his paper. 

In May 1927 he was ordered to Peiping by hia 
employers and it was in Peiping that he met the present. 
ire. Rorothy Gy fagp,.& divorcee, who was at one time 
the wife of ,R Gould, present Executive Editor of the 
Shanghai Evening Post and Mercury. 

Whilet in Pelping Bess made the acquaintance of and 
became very intimate with Mr, “Slepach, Soviet oitisen and 
representative of the Tass.

The strike of the workers of the Mayar Silk 
Factory and our storming activities 


(As this report was compiled from statements made by 
two of our storming members, the facts contained therein 
may not be true or accurate.) 


Particulars of strike 


The principal cause of the strike is the continous 
reduction of wages. Betweenfi@30 and the Spring of 1933 
wages were reduced on two or three occasions; whilst in 
August, 1933, wages were further reduced by 10% and in 
some cases 15%, This year (1934) the management have 
adopted a naw system of weighing the silk which isthe 
disadvantage of the workers, It isslso learned that 
the Company intends to reduce the wages by a further 
30% in the near future. 


Pollowing the declaration of the strike, the strikers 
on March 5 submitted a number of demands, the particulara 
of which are*ffiavailable. On March 20, the atrikersa 
appealed to the Shanghai City Government and submitted 
the following demands iw 


1} Restore the scale of pay existing in the Spring Term 
of 1933, 

2} No dismissal of workers without reasonable cause. 

3) and 4) unknown, 

5) Male and female workers be given same scale of aye 

6) Pull pay for the period of the strike. 


The demands relating to tha tragedy of March ]1 are unknown, 


Wollowing the declaration of the strike on March 5, 
the manager agreed to negotiate with the strikers on March 
li. At 1 pom. that day, more than 40 representatives 
proceaded to the No.) Factory on Rue Brenier de Montmoramd 
to see the Manager, who upon seeing about two or three 
thousand strikers accompanying the representatives, became 
frightened and reported to the French Police. & large 
party of Police arrived on the scene immediately. They 
drove away the strikers by force of arma and further, 
opensd fire with te penurt that a female worker named 
Heu Kwei-fung (4% 43 )was killed, i 


30 mg 40 othera received serious injuries whilet 
more than 100 received minor injuries. At the present 
about 7 or & workers are still detained in hospital. 


On the night following tha tragedy, the atrikers 
held a general meating and decided to make an appeal 
to the Shanghai City Government. At 10 asm. March 15, 
the strikers gathered at the 10th Factory at Pah Sa Jac, 
Chapei, and proceeded to the Shanghai City Government, 
their efforte, however, ovrought no result. They were 
prought back to Shanghai during the evening in motor- 
cara sent by the yellow labour union. 
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On Mareh 16 the management isaued a notice ordering 
the strikers to resume work on March 17%, failing which they 
would be dismissed, The Bureau of Social Affairs and 
the Bureau of Public Safety also ordered the strikera to 
Teeuns and to conduct negotiations with the management 
jater. The strikers have ignored these orders and continued 
the strike. 


At 4 pom. March 17, the Manager, conspiring with 
detectives of the Bureau of Public Safety, abducted from 
the 5th Bactory, a labour leader named Liu Ching Sz 
(2 £2 ac), At 9 a.m, March 18, about two or three 
thougand strikers beseiged the 2nd District Police 
Station to demand the release of the arrested peraons 
The etrikere did not leave the place until 9 a.m. 
the following day when the arrested man was released, 
Many workers of the Chinese Electricity Company flantac 
Tramway Co.) participated in the seige. 


On March 20, adout 40 Labour representatives 
submitted six demands (which are mentioned in previous 
chapters of this report} to the Shanghai City Government, 
The latter agreed to consider the Gnd, Grd, 4th and 6th 
demands but rejected the other two demands. 


The attitude of Strikers and the Treachery of Ydllow 
Union 


The attitude of the strikers in connection with this 
strike is unusually goad, Our two storming membera have 
never heard any of the strikam complain against the strike; 
the majority of the atrikers, however, are denouncing the 
Yellow Labour Union as having deceived them. 


Our two storming membera know very little about the 
organization, activities, and treachery of the Yellow 
Labour Union or the Strike Committee. We have learned 
that the Yeliow Labour Union sometimes warne the strikers 
against being utilized by outsiders or Communists and 
falsely represents itself to be the *01d Labour Union® 
(Red). It imaiats upon the strikers waiting quietly 
for the settlement of the atrike through the mediation 
of the local authorities. 


Our Storming Activities 


Qur method of etormingts as follows 1 
We proceed to the outside of the factories, or enter tea- 
shops or foad shops in front of the facteries, or anter 
workers! quarters for the purpose of approaching the 
strikers under the pretext of looking for friends or 
relatives. During the course of the conversation, we 
touch upon the strike. This method is eften successful, 
On the first occasion, we secured 4 "fixed connections* 
which are as follows t- 
z| A caterer of the 5th factory. 
2) A worker namad Wong (2% ), let Factory. 
3 & worker named Hsu (49 ), Sth Factory. 
4) Sung (jo, ), ex-worker of Usyar Factory. 
The 2nd and the 3rd have now returned to their native 
places. The 4th was obtained through the introduction

of a small silk factory behind the Lukawei Police Station,

our Yao to his home and insiste on meeting Yao in taashops. 
Moreover he has to work 12 hours a day thus rendering 

us very little opportunity to establish closer connections 
with him, As regarda the caterer of the Sth Factory, we 
met him an three occasions and have scarcely seen him 
aince. Further attempts at getting more “connectiona* 
have so far heen unsuccessful. 


The sphere of our storming activities include all 
the factories of the Mayar concern. We regard the 5th 
and the ist Pactories as “Centres*. In the case of the 
5th Factory, wae spend most of our time in a teashop beside 
the the factory (Loo Pet Road, or on apiece of vacant 
ground in the vicinity). In the case of tha lst Factory, 
we spend most of o time in a teashop opposite 
the Yoong Hwa Li (Seer }, Rue Brenier de Montmorand, or 
just inside the alleyway. The following bases are used 
when we carry out activities in respect of the other 
factories te

4th and 9th Pactories i+ In atreets or on vacant grounds

In conclusion, we have to report that our efforts

Moreover, the 
management sent for a large party of Prench Police who, 
upon erriwal, fired upon the four thousand unarmed male 
and female workers who were waiting quietly outside the 
factory to hear the outcome of negotiations with the 
management. Tha casualties totalled more then 80 permona. 
After the incident, the management conspired with loafers 
and detectives of the Shanghai Bureau of Public Safety 
in arresting a number of labour friends at different 
factories of the Mayar soncern, 


The strikers of the Mayar Factories have been 
persisting in their desperate atruggle for over three 
weeks, and are setting an excellent example of 
fighting spirit for the labourers throughout the country.

The strike of the Mayar workera is aa 
glorious and heroic as that of the coal minera at 
Tongshan. Both strikes arqsignificant as anti- 
Kuomintang and anti-imperialist struggles. We should 
know that the Japanege imperialiate have dispatched 
troops to Eastern Chahar, Pu Yi has made himself emperer 
of Manchukuo, and will attempt to oocupy North China, 
while the Britigh and Japanese imperialists are 
anxious to occupy Sikong, Thibet, and Singkiang, and 
have sant troops to Yunnan to occupy the gold mines 
at Pai Hoong. At the same time the Kuomintang ia 
acting as the “picnesr® of the imperialists in the work 
of partitioning China. It has given away Manchuria 
and a part of North China, transferred all troops 
in North China to the South to fight the Anti-Imperialiat 
Red Armies, and contracted sece#t agreements with the 
British Imperialists merely for the purpose of joining 
hands with Kwangtung in the hopeless Sth Anti-Communiat 
campaign. Therefore we may say that the Kuomintang 
is the vanguard of the imperialist forces that are invading 
China. The March 11 Tragedy of the Mayar Strike is an 
*“anti~eimperialist tide®, and for this reason tha Old General 
Labour Union calla upon the labourers throughout the 
country to give moral and financial support to the 
atrikers. At the same time the Old General Labour Union 
urges the labourera throughout the country to unite 
themselyes,under the Soviet banner and to effact their 
amancipation by overthrowing the Kuomintang, capitaliam and 
imperialism.

Police raided the workers quarters of the Mayar No. 4 Factory, 


934 Kiaochow Road, 0.0.L. and arrested eleven workers, who 


were believed to be leading agitators, and seized some 500 


Wooden bars, 300 rattan sticks and a quantity of literature. 


_ They were eventually transferred to the Bureau of Public Safety. 


In compliance with the instructions» of the Chinese 


Authorities, the Mayar No.3 & 4 Factories, 934 Kiaachow Road, 


0.0.L. opened at 9 a.m. of April Jl, but closed two hours 


later on seeing that no workers turned Ud. _Shinese Police 


_are now posted for duty in the factories. 


On the same morning, a notice issued jointly by 


the local Kuomintang and the Bureau of Social Affairs was 


posted outside the factories. It states that in consequence 


af having a comperatively large amount of capital, the Mayar 


factories could ‘Still mintain their business at present 


despite the depression in trade.

a former classmate in the Emperor Cadet 
Corps where ] prepared for the military 
Academy. 

“Anatase,” he cried with genuine 
pleasure in his voice. 


BU there was no pleasure in my voice 
or my mind at meeting him. I could 
see by his uniform and by his attitude 
that he was a member of the Red Army. 

I cannot mention his hame for obvious 
reasons. Despite the sudden terror that 
clutched at my heart, knowing that within 
a few minutes when his excitement at 
meeting me would wear off, he would 
remember that I was a member of the 
military Academy and that I was not a 
Communist. 

I could not, however, fail to feef a cer- 
tain pleasure at seeing him again. That 
is one of the strange parts of war and 
revolution and strife that throws friends 
against friends. We went into a nearby 
cafe. 

“Te js great— wonderful,” he said. 
“Russia will be free and the revolution 
will bring happiness to all.” 

I couldn't agree with him or disagree 
with him. The freedom the revolution 
had given Russians had not been for the 
wealthy or the military. I made no reply 
and sat there wondering when he would 
ask me what I was doing in Moscow. 

“Tam a member of the G, P. U..” he 
continued. "My duty is to find and arrest 
all enemies of the revolution.” 

I gulped and my heart missed several 
beats. A member of the G, P. U., the 
deadly secret service of the Reds! J 
looked at him, shrugged helplessly, and 
said: “All right, my friend. You had 
better start your wark now. It is no 
use for me to pretend, I will be ques- 
tioned. It will come out and it is better 
that you get the credit. a 

He rose from his chair, his face tight- 
ening and a strange look came in his 
eyes. “You, Anastase,” he cried. “You 
are. ei” 

“I fled from Saint Petersburgh when 
the Revolution first broke.” I explained. 
“The Reds know that and my meeting 
with you means death for me. 

My friend sat down wearily. His face 
was drawn and the muscles around hts 
mouth furrowed into thin lines. In the 
preparatory school, he and I had been 
close friends. He had always admired me 
because [ was older. 

“Anastase,” he said hoarsely, “you 
must leave Moscow at once.” 

“Leave Moscow?’ [ exclaimed. 

"I will be here tomorrow at this hour,” 
he said. “You will come. I will give you 
a passport,” 

We parted without any further words. 
That night I didn’t sleep. 1 paced the 
floor like a trapped animal. I didn’t know 
if my friend would be at the cafe, I 
didn’t know what would happen any 
minute. 

But the next day he was at the cafe, 
waiting for me. He had a fake passport 
already made out and I went under the 
name of Alexander Pyshnoff. My frie 
gave me an official letterhead on which 
was written: “Extraordinary Commission 
to combat The Counter Revolutionary 
Sabotage Speculation.” 
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My passport stated that I was on a 
special mission to the city of Bryansk. 
E lost no time in thanking my friend. 
giving him an affectionate goodby, and 
hastening to the railroad station. 

Great crowds thronged the station. I 
didn’t want to get nixed up in them and 
lose time. I went to the station-master s 
office, showed my passport and the 
official tetterhead. I was dressed in a 
plain uniform, without any ornaments or 
insignia. The station master took me 
out to the tracks where the train was 
waiting and to the rear coach. 

I entered and saw a large sign which 
read: “For responsible Soviet Workers.” 
The train started to leave a few minutes 
later, and as it did a young Jewish officer 
entered the coach and sat down beside 
me. 

“T am Comrade Guerwitz.” he said, 
putting emphasis on the Comrade. 

I introduced myself as Comrade Pysh- 
noff, the name on my passport. 

Comrade Guerwitz proved to be a talk- 
ative companion and discussed the Rev- 
olution and state affairs at length. I 
proved a good listener, realizing that the 
less 1 would say would be better. 

“My duty,” Comrade Guerwitz an- 
nounced proudly, “is to prevent White 
Guardists from fleeing by the way of 
Bryansk. They always try to flee that 
way 

“They do?” I agreed without enthu- 
siasm, and watching my companion 
closely. 

He kept on talking, boasting a great 
deal how they disposed of White Guard- 
ists captured. The conversation was too 
uncomfortable for me and I decided to 
go to sleep. He was still talking when 
sleep came ta me. 

1 awakened with a start, realizing that 
the train had stopped moving. Comrade 
Geurwitz was not at my side. My com- 
partment was empty. I raised the window 
curtain and saw that we were at Tiho- 
nova Poustyn. 


OLDIERS were walking alongside the 

train. I settled back in my seat, every 
nerve snapping taut. The stop at Tiho- 
nova Poustyn meant only one thing and 
that was an inspection of every car and 
all the baggage of the travelers. 

I looked at my two suit cases. They 
were filled with ornaments for the Czar- 
ist uniforms, the uniforms worn by the 
White Russian Army. 

And that baggage would be opened! 
The sound of men watking tn the cor- 
ridor outside my compartment brought 
me to my feet. The door opened and 
two unkempt Red Iuspectors stood there. 
leering at me. 

In that split second, my hand streaked 
to my service revolver. It carae out and 
[ cried to them: “What are you doing 
in here? Don’t you know this is an 
official car?” 

The two inspectors looked at me 
stupidly, and then without a word, they 
turned and left the compartment, terrified 
that they had violated some regulation 
about inspecting an official car. 

The next morning the train arrived at 
Bryansk, but I decided that I would be 
safer to go on to Zernove. I secured the 
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necessary papers, through the use of the 
imposing official letterhead my friend 
had given me in Moscow, to continue on 
to that city. I was given a commission 


to inspect the price of potatoes of the - 


Reds in the market place of that city. 

Comrade Guerwitz left me at Bryansk 
and | heaved a sigh of relief. But I was 
far from safely out of the Red territory 
even when | gat to Zernovo. My one 
experience with the inspectors told me 
that any time my baggage might be 
examined and I knew I couldn't bluff my 
way out again. 

At Zernovo I left the train. My suit 
cases still represented sudden death to 
me. Zernovo was filled with Red inspec- 
tors and soldiers. I paid a Russian peas- 
ant girl to take my suit cases. [ hit upon 
the scheme of hiring a Russian girl, who 
wanted to go to the village of Hutor 
Mikhailovsky, ta take charge of my bag- 
gage. I paid her fare and told her that 
if I didn't arrive at Hutor Mikhailovsky, 
she could have the baggage. 

Three weeks tater | arrived at Com- 
mander Denekin's headquarters at Etak- 
crinodar, my first mtission successfully 
completed. I was assigned to active 
service with Colonel Hoarshelnan's 
Cavalry Regiment. My first service had 
been exciting aud death stared me in the 
face; there was a thrill and a feeling that 
something was being accomplished. 


CTIVE service with the Colonel 
Horshelnan Cavalry Regtment was 
something far different. There was Httle 
or no food and at times we would go 
days without rations. Our clothes were 
torn and ragged and a shave was some- 
thing we seldom had. 

We were sent to Crimea, where most 
of the Royalty had fed at the outbreak 
of the Revolution, but our clothes were 
so ragged and our persons so filthy that 
we stayed in the barracks, ashamed to 
appear in public in our wretched state. 

It was while we were in the Crimea 
that the news of the Armistice was 
brought to us by German officers. Then 
came the advance into Crimea and the 
capture of the city of Yalta. The city, 
named after the flower of Russia, was 
infested with Reds. 

The second night there, while walking 
down the street I was accosted by several 
men standing on a street corner. With- 
out a word, they opened fire at me. A 
bullet plowed through my stomach and 
one pierced my lung. 

Blood was gushing from my throat 
when I reached for my sword, but 1 
didn't draw my sword, knowing that it 
would be of tittle use. ] drew my revolver 
and fired. By this time J was on my 
knees, my head whirling and my senses 
going numb. 

The men fled and my bullet whined 
over their heads. I sank to the sidewalk 
as consciousness left me. I came to in a 
hospital. For over a month I lay there, 
and then on January 24, I was discharged 
and rejoined my regiment. 

Then followed months of heart-rend- 
ing and hopeless fighting. The White 
Army started its general offensive in July 
1919, with the plan of taking Moscow. 
We captured the City of Oriol, but we 
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had a front of fifteen hundred miles to 
defend with a small and poorly equipped 
army. We were within two hundred 
miles of Moscow, but typhoid fever and 
poor food decimated our ranks and the 
offensive collapsed. 

The days became nightmares ... the 
advance toward Moscow . cold and 
then frozen legs ... typhoid fever ...a 
dirty freight train when consciousness 
came back ta me... Crimea again... . 

General Denikin abdicated his com- 
mand in favor of Baron Wrangell because 
he felt he had conducted a futile cam- 
paign. Then followed the second cam. 
paign to take Moscow. Again it was 
hunger and fever and hopeless suffering, 
and then defeat in November. 1920. 

These events flashed through my 
memory in about that order even today, 
but that last day in Russia, the day 
preceding the fight to Constantinople, 
remains a vivid memory in every minute 
detail. 

It was 1:45 p. m. when the destroyer 
taking the remnants of our army to that 
city docked at Yalta, the last port in 
Russia. It stayed there only one hour. 
Only one hour to take my last view of 
my beloved Russia. I walked the streets. 
The guards at the docks advised against 
it, saying there was danger of death. My 
hair was uncut and I hadn't shaved for 
days. I went to a barber shop. It cost 
me 20,000 rubles for a hair cut and shave. 
Then I went to Madame Ravet's cafe, 
which had been a favorite haunt of the 
White Army before our defeat. 

The cafe was empty. Only a couple of 
waitresses were there. I had a cup of 
tea... without sugar... . 

The tea was finished. I said goodby to 
the lonely waitresses and walked down 
the street for the ship trying to breathe 
my fill of the Russian air. 

The destroyer carrying us away left 
ten minutes fater. I stoad on deck until 
the last sight of Russian land passed into 
the horizon, and standing there, crushed 
and defeated. I made my solemn vow 
that sometime I would return ta my 
native land, sometime I would free it 
from the shackles that had gripped it. 


ONSTANTINOPLE was crowded 

with refugees. There was no money, no 
chance for employment. Poor wretches 
died in the streets of sheer starvation. 
I managed to get passage to Marseilles. 
France, by starting to work my way as 
a stoker. 

I was penniless, had no passport, and 
I had to borrow a pair of overalls fram 
a workman before I could go below to 
shovel coal. I finally arrived in Paris. 
Stiff I was penniless, possessing nothing 
but my undying hatred for the Reds. 
Day after day I walked the streets of 
Paris, often getting barely a pinch of 
bread. 

With this hunger were the bitter pangs 
of utter loneliness, the insane craving to 
talk with somebody, somebody that could 
pat ny language and understand what I 

elt. 

I finally got a job as a stage hand in 
Paris. Six months tater the urge to 
come to America gripped me. This urge 
was increased hy the fact that during 
these terrible days of loneliness I met the 
woman that was to bring me my great 
happiness, the woman who was to be- 
come my wife, 

We had much in common and when 
she returned to the United States, [ 
followed a few weeks later. I was invited 
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to be a guest of her mother in Thompson, 
Connecticut. 

A littl, after this we were married. I 
went to Philadelphia to work in the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works, but the sickness 
of my mother-in-law required that we 
return to Thompson to stay with her, 

The picture I had formed as that de- 
strover steamed away from Yalta back 
in 1920 remained a vivid memory, a 
memory that wouldn't leave. For years 
TI prayed daily that my beloved Russia 
might be saved from the Reds, and in 
1933 [I started my work of founding an 
organization with only one purpose and 
that was to overthrow the Soviet. 

Absurd, almost insane, many people 
satd, when I started alone to build up 
the organization that will soon over- 
throw the Soviet. My comrades of the 
great White Army were scattered to all 
parts of the earth—broken and starving 
refugees from their mother country, 
without money or work. It was a lone 
man against the most powerful dictator 
in the world. 

Yet they had one thing, the thing that 
in life is sometimes greater than wealth 
and power. They had their noble heri- 
tage and their never dying hate of the 
men that had caused them to flee Russia 
and who had established socialism in 
Russia as it has never before been known 
in any part of the world. 

I wrote to the few comrades whose 
addresses I knew. Their response was 
immediate and within a month letters 
came pouring into my office in a cellar 
room of the Colonial farmhouse near 
Thompson. 

So great was the response that within 
six months, I had formed the skeleton 
organization that was to reach to all 
points of the world where White Rus- 
sians were to be found. 

How great was my success can be 
measured by the threatening letters re- 
ceived and the counter work of the 
Soviet Police that respect no country, 
no laws of any land. People ask today 
why the walls of my house are thick and 
why the glass is bullet proof? They 
atk why do I wear a bullet proof vest and 
why do I train men to fight? 

The answers to these questions are 
simple and obvious to all. I am an 
enemy af the Reds. 

The shadow of death hangs over this 
old farm house. 

In answer to the question whether we 
drill troops up here secretly, I will say 
that if the heads ot the Reds were 
targets, | would establish a rifle range 
aud practice twenty-four hours a day. 

In Congress early this year Con- 
gressman Samuel Dickstein, democrat 
of New York and chairman of the Cam- 
mittee of Immigration charged that I 
was being supported by 50,000 fascists in 
Connecticut and had two million dollars 
to foment trouble in the United States. 

In 1934, the Department of State or- 
dered an investigation of me. This inves- 
tigation was thorough and efficient. The 
investigating committee reported that I 
was not a detriment to the United Sates 
and gave me a clean bill of health. 

This investigation should answer the 
charges of Congressman Dickstein, which 
are absurd and utterly without founda- 
tion. The emblem of our organization 
is the swastika, but the fascism which I 
champion will not dovetail in any other 
country but Russia, because it is of a 
Russian character. Certainly I am not 
interested in fomenting trouble in the 
United States. Tama citizen and if war 


comes, I will be first to fight for "Y 
adopted country. 

Today our organization extends into 
all countries, and our members number 
into the thousands. From this farm 
house we send propaganda to all parts of 
the world, from Alaska to Buenas Aires, 
and from Manchuria to Berlin. 

When will our organization strike? If 
the brutal murders continue in Russia 
and our organization continues to in- 
crease in membership, the time will not 
be far off. Russia is weak. I believe 
there is no loyal spirit toward the gov- 
ernment. With forty thousand well 
drijled and equipped soldiers, I could take 
Russia. 


EFORE we can send our army of 

propagandists into Russia, that 
country must be engaged in conflict with 
another country. Our battle cry is: “We 
will Aight with words and not with 
swords. Wards inevitably turn the guns 
in the other direction." We must get 
the Russian Army weakened by em- 
broiling it in a war. 

We have two schools, one for agitating 
and one for organization. These are the 
breeding grounds for those shock troops 
who, when the moment is ripe, will scat- 
ter throughout Soviet Russia winning 
the great mass of the population over to 
the counter-revolutionary moyement 
that will forever sweep the communists 
out of power. 

Once we are in Russia the going will 
be easy. I know. I have relatives and 
friends there who constantly report to 
this effect. 

If my party should overthrow the 
Saviet, the vast estates which once be- 
longed to the industrialists and members 
of nobility and were confiscated from 
them by the Soviets will not be restored. 
This is definitely a thing of the past. 
There wilt be no titles or privileges in 
Fascist Russia. The State will interpret 
the duty of each citizen, empioyee and 
employer. Labor and capital wili meet 
on even terms. The accumulation of 
private capita] will not be encouraged. 
We realize, however, that capital is a 
vital factor in the productive strength 
of a nation. 

I have learned the A. B. C. of the tech- 
nique of revolt from Lenin and Trotsky. 
We shall adopt the identical tactics of 
the Communists in their subjugation of 
Russia and in their attempts at world 
Revolution. The moment political or 
labor trouble breaks out in any country, 
their agitators promptly put in an ap- 
pearance. They were with the Bonus 
Army. They were in San Francisco, Chi- 
cago, Detroit, in Rhode Island, and even 
in Connecticut. 

Day and night I am at my desk in the 
cellar of this farmhouse and my fingers 
touch the threads that reach in every 
part of the world—into smoke-filled dun- 
geon tooms where men hide and speak 
in whispers because spoken words mean 
death. 

The day ts coming and it will not be 
far distant. Already I feel the spirit of 
unrest created by my agents. People 
oppressed for years are now ready to cast 
off the shackles. This year I cabled the 
Soviet rulers, announcing my candidacy 
for dictator. They didn’t reply. 

But I know that their reply is liable 
to come any day and it will come in the 
form of a bullet, fired from ambush. 

That is why my headquarters is built 
like a fortress, that is why I wear a 


bullet-proof vest as I walk on the lawns, 
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by ANDREEVICH VONSIATSKY 
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IVE men sit in the semi-darknese of a dank and 

I filthy cellar room in a town in northern Ruseia, 

They speak in subdued whiapere for spoken 

words mean eudden and brutal death. A paper lies 
in front of them. They sean it with feverish eyes. 

“Soon, very seen,” one whispers, “the day of 


glory will arrive.” 

In other cities in Russia other met scan a paper with the 
same contents and they, too, speak only in whispers. In Paris, 
Warsaw, in Buenos Aires—in every part of the world other 
men read the same paper and take hope. 

In the United States in a charming Colonial farm house, 
located on the Thompson-Providence Cut-off Road, within a 
few miles of the village of Thompson, Connecticut, a man sits 
alone before a desk in an underground room, He is tall and 
powerfully built: his eyes are dark and filled with a sombre 
sadness. 

The room is brilliantly lighted. The furniture is plain but 
expensive, On the walls are a few pictures and over the desk 
is an excellent painting of the late Czar of all the Russias. On 
the wall at the-right of the man at the desk, in a glass case 
is a faded Russian uniform with bullet holes still visible in 
it. 

Slowly and with deft fingers this man sorts the papers on his 
desk, and as he does, his fingers are touching threads that 
spread to all parts of the world—to the smoke filled cellar room 
in northern Russia where silent men plot death and revolution 
in subdued whispers. 

A strange man is this sombre-eyed giant that sits alone at 
this desk in the basenrent of the century-old Connecticut farm- 
house. He is the center of a net of intrigue and plotting that 
someday may overthrow one of the most powerful govern- 
ments in the warld—Soviet Russia.

Yet the most amazing thing about his story is the Colonial 


-house-he-had-ehosen for his headquarters. It is Carolyn Hall, 


the country estate of the late Norman B. Reams, famous steel 
baron. 

For over a hundred years this famous old house has beey the 
home of wealthy, conservative and quiet-living families, The 
spacious lawns that slope gracefully into the green-covered 
hills of the country-side are pastoral and mellow and peace- 
ful. 

Fifteen years ago this house jumped inte the headlines with 
a society story that rocked the two continents. Marion Stevens 
Reams, daughter of Norman B. Reams and heiress to a forty- 
million dollar fortune, astounded the world by announcing her 
marriage to Anatase Andreevitch Vonsiatsky, a White Russian 
refugee she had met in Paris. 

After that Carolyn Hall underwent a strange change. Be- 
neath the shiny white clapboards were constructed thick and 
impenetrable walls, the walls of a fort, The glass in the win- 
dows was made bullet-proof, The white picket fence that sur- 
rounds the place was wired with powerful electric alarms, and 
behind this picket fence savage wolf-hounds lie in wait to tear 
any unwelcome visitor to pieces. 

For over this old Colonia! home lies the grim and stark 
shadow of brutal and sudden death. A room in the cellar 
is an arsenal where rifles, ammunition, revolvers are stored. 
In other rooms young recruits, trained daily as soldiers, wait, 
ready to spring forth with their rifles at the first sign of 
danger. 

Sometimes Andreevitch Vonsiatsky walks out on the spacious 
lawns, but when he does, he wears a bullet-proof vest, and his 
faithful wolfhounds follaw him and sentinels placed in important 
parts of the house scan the country-side. 

For Andreevitch Vonsiatsky is the head of the White Russian 
Organization to overthrow the Soviet. He has made Carolyn 
Hall the headquarters of the vast network of intrigue and plot-

visited him at his home, 749 Bubbling Well Road, and 4 
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that at 7.30 p.m. on the same day, he and three of his 
colleagues, were invited by I’r. Fukuda to a dinner 
perty which took plece in the house where the local 
office of the Japanese Fascist perty in question is 
loceted, As far as can be ascertained, this house 

is situated in Chapei not far from the S.M.0. Hongkew 
Fire Station, (Tel, 02 - 3351.). 

According to Stekloff, Fukuda first met Vonsiat- 
sky eerly in 1939 fin Japan end came together with him 
to Shanghai, where he attended the reception which was 
held by Vonsistsky at the Park Hotel on February 16, 
1939, He also stated that so far there is no connection 
between his group and Japanese fascists, 

According to an article which appeared in local 
wiseley newspaper "Slovo" on August 26, 1959, Mr, Fukuda 
arrived in Shenghaf recently in connection with his 
intention to open a branch of his party in China with 
headquarters in Shanghai. This party was founded soon 
after the events which took place in Tokyo in May, 1932, 
Dr. nies (?) was the founder of the party and was 
assisted by Professor Mariyosit (7). The party has a 
legal status in Japan. Struggle ageinet comminiam 
constitutes one of the main points of its programme and 
it recognizes all fundamental principles of ancient : 
Samurai, The party is still in the period of organiza- ‘ 
tion and is engaged in the formation of intellectual 
cadres, a "brain trust", capable of taking the lead 


when time for action comes, General Araki wha is very 
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popular in Japan and whose uncompromisingly hostile 
attitude towards the USSR is well known, regards with 
favour the Japanese Fascist party, and therefore a 
government headed by General Araki will meen the 
appearance of the Japanese Fascist party on the 
political stage. 

At present, when the party is still in the 
period of formation, its interest towards Russian 
Fascism is purely academic. There exists in the 
party a Ruasian Section or, more correctly, a 
Secretariat with a certain Russian named Balykoff in 
charge, which keeps in touch with Russian Fascista 
represented by Vonstatsky’s Party. The latter, it is 
stated, is very populer in the Japanese political 
circles, although his negative attitude to any 
foreign intervention in Russian affairs is well known 
to them. 

Chotero Fukuda, 35, comes from an ancient 
Samurai femily and ts the son of a General known by 
his distinguished service, In 1932 he graduated from 
the Law Faculty of the Waseda University, Tokyo, 
following which he devoted himself to political 


activities and joined the newly formeé Japanese Fascist

recognize the Admiral as the Supreme Ruler. Kolchak then 
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ordered Semenoff to be court-martialled, 
Semenoff commenced to intercept goods in transpartation. 
from Vladivostock for the Siberian Army, threatening to cut : 
the army off the Maritime province. ; 3 
At the same time, looking for support, Semenoff 
appealed to Dutoff, Ataman of Qrenbourg Cossack Troopa 


but the latter refused to co-operate with him. Semenoff 
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then appraached General Denixin. However, General 


Wrangel together with Denikin exprésaed in strong terms 
hia indignation over Semenoff's attitude and sent to him 
the following telegram: "Up to the present time I was 
proud of having been commander of the glorious serchinsky 
tegiment, but now i am ashamed that one of its members 
proved to be a traitor of the common cause",

Aete VONSEATZKY BXPaL igo FROM Td PaSCIS? PARTY 

On December 11 decision of the central organ of the 
Fascist Party became known, by which A.A, Vonsiatzky was expelled 
from the Party, fhis decision was taken during the course 
of an extraordinary meeting of the Central Committee of the 
party after an understanding had been reached on the subject 
with various branches of the party abroad, 

#A. Vonsiatzky was first deprived of the title of 
President of the All-Russian Pascist Party, whereupon a special 
order was passed regarding his exclusion from the ranks of the 
party. 

Vonsiatzky's recent attack in his personal journal 
entitled "FASC1ST" on Ataman G.ll. Semenoff, which was made 
inepite repeated warnings on the part of the Central Executive 
Committee of the party, was the immediate cause of his expulsion. 

On December 11 our representative visited the Russian 
Club. Portraits of Vonsiataky had already heen removed from 
the main hall and other rooms of the club. Mr. KV. Rodzaevsky, 
interviewed regarding the reasons of expulsion of Vonsiatzky 
from the party, stated:- 

When electing AA. Vonsiatzky on the post of President 
of the party, the Central Executive Committee of the All-Russian 
Pascist Party expected that he would develop . anti-communist 
atruggie on a big scale, as he was in a position to do 80. We 
believed that he would facilitate the organization of a powerful 
and active party unifying in ita ranks all active elements 
afmong Russian emigrants, We also expected a further development 
of the national-revolutionary work in the USSR. 

Vonsiataky's activities were not in accord with the 
above fundamental tasks, On the contrary, he did his utmost 


in order to isolate the All-Russian Fascist Party from friendly 
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organizations as well as from masses, In particular, he intended 
te bring about a breach between us and the Far Hastern Cossacks’ 
Union, which unifies an overwhelming majority of cossacks in 

the Far dast, 

Vonsiatzky's steps in that direction have long ago 
aroused our criticism and opposition. But, when in the Wo. 11 
issue of the “FASCIOT", Vonsiatzky's personal organ, he published 
articles apenly attacking Ataman Semenoff, the Central Executive - 
Comaittee of the party wrote to Vonsiatzky, explaining in detail 
the party's position and requested him to abstain in future from 
such ill-considered acts. at the sase time the Central Bxecutive 
Committee called upon Vonsiatzky, as a member of the party, to 
abide by the decisions of the Committee and to rectify his 
wrong-doings. 

However, in the issue No. 13 of the "FASCIST", we again i 
find unpleasant news, 

On the front page of this issue, under the headline, 
Vonsiatzky without permisaion of the Central Exenutive Comittee 
inserted a line to the effect that the journal in question is se 
the “main organ of All~Russian Fascist Party". Apart from this, a 


an article appears in that issue of the journal under the 


headings “BLOW OUTTHY TRAITOR SS BRalis" which contains revolting .- 
insinuations directed against Ataman Semenoff. ‘ 

Taking into consideration the above facts and in view 
of breach of party diacipline by Vonsiatzky, the Central i 
Executive Committee decided to expel him from the ranke of the _ 
party.

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A, A. YONSIATSEY'S LECTURE. 
At 7 poem. May 21 the Embassy Theatre was already filled 


to capacity. However, to the disappointment of the public the 
proceedings did not commence until 7.230 pM. The lecture was 
expected with keen interest and was attended by representatives 
of almost all Russian organizations as well as members of the 
younger generation, 
a ye 

The senior group of the Ruasien Boy-sacouts in uniform 
@esipted; they were easily recognizable by their special 
rhombuseshaped, white metal badges inscribed with the swastika 
in the centre and with the double-headed eagle emblem in the 
upper comere Order wae maintgined in an efficient manner. 

After giving a fascist salute to the audience, Vanaiataky, 
in a few introductory remarka, steted that he desired to acquaint 
the active elements of Russian emigres with the principles of the 
Russian Faacist Movement. He pointed out that the aubject of 
his address would be the Atl=Ruasian Fascist Party, the formation 
of which, after the unification of Russian Fascists in the UeGede, 
Europe and the Far Reat, wae an eccomplished fact. 

Yonsitbaky's address was divided into the following headas 
The United Tactice of the Fascist Front. = The crisis in the 
Commnist System. = The growing intensity of the revolutionary 
spirit in the U.8.5.R. + The growth of Russian Fascism 

Referring to the triumphant successes of the Fasciem in 
all countries, the speaker expressed the hope that the Fasclat 
mnovenent would arouse the keenest interest and become a subject 
of discussion among the emigres. 

Re then dwelt upon the inportance of organization in any 
political movement and declared that the All-Russian Fascist 
Party had worked out an excellent plen of political organization 


among the Ruasien emigres, 
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To our regret the speaker was very brief on thia subject; 
he said nothing regarding the advantages to be derived from the 
fascist organization nor did he touch upon the subject of the 
ideology of the fascist movemente Thue there was lack of 
cohesion between the theses he had attempted to develop in the 
course of tne addresse To the non-fasciat members of the audience 
the lecture was not convincing. 

Dealing with fascist tactics, the speaker emphasised the 
immense importance of propaganda among the workers and peasanta 
in the U.S.5.R, with a view to organizing @ general uprising of 
the population. In his opinion, the succesa of this work will 
depend on the happy selection of slogana, such aast *Diviaion of 
setiestise cans "All lend to be divided amongst farmera", 
“Normal working conditione™, Unfortunately, the speaker aaid 
nothing regarding the possibility, under present conditions in 
the U.8.8.R., of organizing such an extensive movement in that 
country, Apart from expressing his opinion = which nobody 
disputes = that the U.S,S.R. Government is bitterly hated by 
the people, the speaker had nothing further to say on the subject 
of fascist tactics. The audience listened to this particular 
part of the address with great attention but they were unable to 
get a clear understanding of the speaker's ideas owing to his 
method of lecturinge 

It is very mich to be regretted that the speaker did not 
take into consideration the fact that the audience kmew almost 
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nothing of fascist doctrines and did not go into the matter in 
Z a more detailed manners The same remark applies to that part 
of the lecture dealing with the crisis in the conmmmist partys 
The Well known pe of economic, social and political 
ordef is causing a crisis in the Soviet system of goverment 


and the communism throughout the whole world ~ not exciuding 
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the U.8.5,R. itself. All these facts were not suffiaiently 
dealt with by the speakers 
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One should be particularly careful when opesking of the 
growing revolutioygery spirit in the U.S.S5,R. There is no doubt 
that, psychologocially, the country ia ripe for revolution, but 
organization and action are necessary in order to transform this 
into a revolutionary uprisings The speaker did not diecuas 
this point at all, To the mass of Russian emigres, however, 
it is a matter of a tremendous import, because an overwhelming 
ilajority of these Russian emigrants is firmly convinced that 
only 2 blow <-om outside, aa for example, in the event of an 
armed conflict with another, will provide the enslaved 
Sanitation of the U.5.5.R, an opportunity to give tangible 
expression to its revolutionary spirit. That this revolutionary 
spirit does exist in the U.S,.S.R. nobody can deny. 

As regards the srowth of Russian fascism, the speaker 
made reference to the activities of the Russian fasciat 
organizations in America, Europe and the Far Bast. Again 
it is to be regretted that the speaker failed to explain, 
from the point of view of the All-Russian Fascist Party, the 
difference between that party and the “MLADOROSSY* (Neo-Russians)
